the 
year ending June 1st than during the 
preceding year. 
Of vital interest to farm ers is the 
fact that there is a decided short­ 
age in lives stock. 
If per capita 
consumption of meat and meat pro­ 
ducts were suddenly to return 
to 
normal, the demand for meat would 
he fa r greater than the supply. 
During the first five months 
of 
1921 there were 7,710 business fail­ 
ures in the United States as com­ 
pared with 2,078 for 
the 
corres­ 
ponding period of 1920. An expert 
statistician estimates that at present 
there are about three million per­ 
sons ordinarily employed in indus­ 
tries iii the United States out of em­ 
ployment. It has been demonstrated' 
th at the family of a man who 
has 
employment consumes three times as 
much of the things people eat, wear 
and use, as it does when the head 
of the family is out of employment. 
Latest information 
indicates 
that 
unemployment lias probably reached

and that unemploy­

Cost of Railroad Control 
(Washington

Little surprise will he 
occasioned 
by the statement of Senator 
Cum­ 
mins, chairman of the Senate com- 
mitttee on interstate commerce 
and 
coauthor of the transportation act, 
th at the cost to the governm ent for 
operation and control of the 
'rail­ 
roads when 
they were returned to 
iod of 26 months xviii amount to a p ­ 
proxim ately $1,500,000,000. On the 
contrary, many people who have gi­ 
ven attention to the railroad 
ques­ 
tion will be surprised if it does not 
exceed that amount. 
It is,however, unfair 
to 
charge 
this stupendous, bill or the 
existing 
status of the railroads to the tra n s­ 
portation act o f February 28, 
1920. 
The enormous expense to the nation 
was incurred before the 
enactment 
o f that law, and the condition of the 
roads when they were 
retunred 
to 
their owners bore no relation to the 
act itself. Tile “scrambling” of the 
railroads was done as a war m eas­ 
ure as a part of the mobilization of 
the nation’s resources, and the “ un­ 
scrambling” is a legacy to the pre­ 
sent administration from its prede­ 
cessor.

The transportation aet never has 
had a fair trial. It has not yet had 
to deal with conditions approxim ate­ 
ly normal, hut so fa r as it has func­ 
tioned if has justified the hopes of 
its authors, 
the 
Congress 
wffiieh 
passed it and the President who ap ­ 
proved it. 
Perfection 
never 
was 
claimed fo r it, and it is quite p ro­ 
bable that experience and the hear­ 
ing now in progress before the Sen­ 
ate committee may develop reasons 
why it should he amended in some 
particulars, hut it can not he denied 
that the law constituted a 
distinct 
along “the path of progress”— 
term which apparently is distaste­ 
ful to some Democratic senators.

cure a verdict until its operation u n ­ 
der normal

thoroughly tested. How soon 
those 
normal conditions w|ll obtain is a 
m atter of speculation.

ment on March I, 1920, 
the

doubled, 
national 
working agreements had been

Government 
operation had *; practically 
wrecked 
the organization and ^destroyed
